Proposed   Amendment   Passed 

The  proposed  amendment  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  members  on 
the  Board  of  Directors,  exclusive 
of  the  officers,  from  four  to  eight 
members,  was  passed  bv  the 
Alumni  Association.  In  addition 
to  the  increase  in  membership,  the 
state  was  divided  into  eight 
alumni  districts,  no  relation  to 
congressional  districts,  and  the 
length  of  the  terms  of  office  of 
the  new  board  members  was  de- 
termined by  lot  in  open  meeting. 
The  alumni  districts  proposed  in 
the  map  printed  in  the  October 
issue  of  the  Alumni  Columns 
were  adopted. 

The  results  of  the  drawing  for 
districts  not  having  representation 
on  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the 
time  of  the  election  were  as  fol- 
lows:   District    2.    one-year   term: 


District  4,  three-year  term:  Dis- 
trict 5.  tw  o-year  term :  and  District 
6.  four-year  term.  The  distribu- 
tion of  the  terms  of  office  of  the 
new  members  will  automatically 
provide  an  overlapping  Board  of 
Directors  with  the  term  of  office 
of  two  members  expiring  each 
year,  which  means  that  in  1956 
the  regular  officers  of  president, 
vice-president,  and  secretarv-  treas- 
urer, and  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  will  be  filled. 
This  practice  will  then  be  followed 
each  succeeding  year  thereafter.

Ger- 
many, last  spring  in  the  study 
once  used  by  Gauss,  the  great  Ger- 
man scientist.  Dr.  Dunnington  is 
examining  a  telescope  formerly 
used  by  the  noted  astronomer.  His 
definitive  biograph\  entitled  Carl 
Fried  rich  Gauss:  Titan  of  Science 
is  just  off  the  press.  Dr.  Dunning- 
tons  study  of  the  noted  German 
mathematician  and  scientist  was 
published  bv  the  Exposition  Press 
in  New  ^  ork. 

During  the  past  tjuarter  of  a 
centurv  Dr.  Dunnington  has  done 
extensive  research  on  Gauss,  both 
in  this  country  and  in  Europe.  He 
is  the  author  of  an  earlier  book 
on  the  same  subject  entitled  Carl 
Fried  rich  Gauss.  Inaugural  Lec- 
ture on  Astronomy  and  Papers  on 
the  Foundations  of  Mathematics. 
published  by  the  Louisiana  Stale 
University  Press  in  lO.iT.  In  ad- 
dition, he  has  published  at  least 
a  dozen  articles  in  scholarU  jour- 
I  nals  on  the  same  German  .scientist. 

On  February  26.  lQ.i5.  Dr.  Dun- 
nington. as  the  in\  ited  guest 
speaker,    delivered    the    memorial 

i  address  before  a  large  au<lience  at 

I  the  grave  of  Gauss   in   Gottingen. 

I  The  occasion  was  the  hundreth- 
anniversary     celebration     of     the 

'  death  of  Gauss.  On  the  day  of  the 
ceremonies  Dr.  Dinuiinglon  j)ub- 
lished  a  full-page  artit  Ic  on  Gauss 
in  the  Gottingen  newspajier. 

Two  days  later,  before  the  Jean 
Paul  Society  in  Bayreulh.  Ger- 
manv.  Dr.  Dunnington  delivered 
a  special  lecture  on  Gauss  and 
Jean  Paul.
